—a very popular one in the Yiddish press 
in France and in the Hebrew press in 
Isracl—of_ criticising the excessive 
number and inadequate quality: of Israeli 
@missaries abroad.

FOUR WAR CRIMINALS 
RELEASED 


U.S. High Commissioner’s Order

FRANKFORT 

The United States High Commissioner 
in Germany, Mr. John J.‘ McCloy, has 
ordered the release of four war criminals 
from prison for health reasons. 

They are Eduard Houdremont, Franz 
Schlegelberger. Wilhelm Keppler, and 
Max Ihn, all of whom were sentenced at 
Nuremberg. Schlegelberger, head of 
Hitler's Ministry of Justice, was serving a 
life sentence for participation im the per- 
version of justice by the Nazi Govern- 
ment. He was responsible for the pro- 
mulgation of many anti-Jewish decrees, 
including those compelling Jews to wear 
special armbands, and these providing for 
the “ Aryanisation " of Jewish shops. 

‘All four prisoners are said to be 
seriously ill. Under the terms of their 
parole, periodic medical reports on their 
condition will be made to the American 
High Commissioner, who retains the 
power to send them back to prison.

for a second approach to the problem, and 
the Committee then adjourned until to- 
morrow (Friday) to give the group time 
for further study. ; 
The disclosure that the Israeli plan is 
the basis for the “ new principles ~ being 
considered has been substantially con- 
firmed by Israeli circles here, It is under- 
stood that the scheme has U.S. support. 
Because of its relations with the Arab 


States, the Israeli delegation may not 
convert its plan into an Israeli resolution. 
It will, it is believed, be satisfied to have 
the Cease-Fire Commission sponsor its 
proposal, thus ensuring the greatest 
measure of support from all nations, 
including the Arabs. 

As already reported in Tue Jewisu 
CHRONICLE, the Isracli plan provides for 
the following: 

An im iate cease-fire: an indepen- 
dent and unified Korea holding free 
elections ; constitution of a Korean com- 
mission with the participation of all 
parties directly concerned: progressive 
withdrawal all non-Korean forces 
within a defined period; and rehabilita- 
tion of the territory under a United 
Nations general pledge of non-intervention.

PRAISED 


Award for Harvard Scientists

The work of several American Jewish 
doctors has recently been praised by 
American medica! groups for their con- 
tribution towards alleviating human 
suffering. 

The American Association for the 
Advancement of Science has awarded its 
annual $1,000 prize to a egroup of 
Harvard scientists, including three Jews — 
Howard Schneidermann, Ned Feder, and 
William Tepler-—who recently presented a 
paper describing the discovery of new 
hormones which motivate the funda- 
mental activities of life. This is likely to 


revolutionise the treatment. of mental 
diseases. 
Another paper which has received 


praise was published in the current issue 
of the journal of the American: Medical 
Association. It is the joint work. of 
Drs. Emanuel Steinbach. Ezra Green- 
span, and Jacob Kolski, all Jews on the 
staff of the Johns Hopkins Hospital, and 
describes a new compound which, it is 
believed. may be effective in cases of 
cancer and leucemia.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


ADONAI 


“ And I appeared unto Abraham, unto 
Isaac, and unto Jacob, as God Almighty, 
but by My name iT¥T I made Me not 
known to them.” (Exod. vi, 3.) 


T iy a is an awe-jnspiring solem- 


nity about this utterance. God — 


reveals Himself by a new Name. 
An unknown aspect of the Divine 
design is made known to man for the 
first time. We feel that a crucial turn- 
ing point has been reached in the 
unfolding of civilisation. 

The translators, exegetes, and philo- 
logists are, to this day, undecided 
about the precise interpretation of the 
new Name. The revelation is over 
3,000 years old, but its full connota- 
tion still eludes the experts. Jehovah. 
J} HV H, Adonai are only experiments 
in transliteration. “Eternal” is a 
popular philological guess, based on 
the idea of existence inherent in the 
Hebrew root. The solemag pro- 
clamation of Goas new Name, preg- 
nant with ineffable meaning for the 
spiritual progress of humanity, remains 
an enigmatic chailenge. 

Possibly the full significance of the 
great Name will never be known. Yet 
the “common man” instinctively 
senses in the Name the affirmation 
that is the answer to his deepest need. 
lo him it means simply: “ God is.” 
The Bible is its own best commentary : 
the great Book has itself explained the 
Name as “1 am that I am.” That is 
for him assurance enough. The 
Presence is everlasting. 


‘THERE its a Divine continuum per- 
vading time and space. Let the 
scientist gO on seeking a mysterious 
cosmic footprint amid the atoms of 
stellar infinitude, Let the philosopher 
strain to glimpse the indefinable evo- 
lutionary life-force that permeates the 
universe. But the “common Bible 
reader’ knows Him in his heart. He 
is Jehovah, He is Adonai. He is ! 
If we consider the question from the 
more specific viewpoint of our national 
history, the Name acquires a strange 
and heartwarnmring intimacy. A great 
tradition unfolds before our gaze; 
a vast continuity links the epochs 
in indissoluble unity. The Bible, 


the Talmud, medieval 
the modern-national 
they are all 


rabbinism, 
rePaissance— 
al Stages of the still- 
continuing development of a 
Stupendous spiritual phenomenon 
called Judaism. But through all 
the ceaseless changes of fortune and 
circumstance, there is a changelessness, 
an unbroken identity, an unaltering 
Jewish quality. We observe it in our 
history, in our literature, in the 
unchanging basic values of our life, 
in the resilience of ‘our hope, in the 
constancy of our faith. To recognise 
this immutable identity jn our tradi- 
tion is to see “the great hand” of 
Providence—perhaps (who knows 7) 
the very Face of God. 


HERE is the basic issue between 
Traditional Judaism and Reform. 
The real quarrel is not over the intro- 
duction of more English into the 
services ; or the excision of this or that 
prayer; or even, ultimately, over 
changes in certain laws that no longer 
operate to the spiritual or moral 
benefit of our people. Such changes 
tradition has stbecied in the past and 
will, undoubtedly, make again in the 
future. The unbridgeable gulf between 
the old and the new schooi of religious 
thought is the divergence in their 
respective attitudes towards tradition 
itself, towards the vital principle of 
continuity in Jewish life. Destroy that 
continuity, and the “silver cord” of 
Jewish life is for ever sundered. 
This, then, is. the heritage we must 
bequeath to our children : the spiritual 
understanding enabling them to per- 
ceive the Divine Glory indelibly 
written in the deeds of our heroes and 
the blood of our martyrs across the 
entire vastness of our millennia-old 
story : to comprehend the deep, indes- 
tructible unity of Jewish life in all 
ages and lands; to. recognise the 
unchanging coufitenance of our 
immortal spiritual tradition in its

ment: to know “the name Adonai,” 
the ineffable Presence of our’ history, 
with that intuitive understanding that 
springs from a loving Jewish heart.

HEBREW EDUCATION 
Zionist Organisation Plans 
Outlined 


By a CuronicLe Reporter 


Replies to criticism levelled against the 
recent Educational Conference in Paris 
were given by Dr. Nathan Morris, Direc- 
lor of the Education Depariment of the 
Jewish Agency, speaking at a press con- 
lerence held at the Zionist Organisation. 
77, Great Russell Street, London, W.C.1, 
last Tuesday. 

The conference, attended by over 100 
delegates of 18 countries, he said, was t 
most representative gathering of the kind 
ever to be convened, and the British dele- 
gation proved outstanding, both by its 
composition and by its contribution to 
the proceedings. 

Dr. Morris emphas‘sed that the con- 
ference. Was not organised on a party 
political basis, the delegates having been 
invited as representatives of Zionist and 
communal bodies engaged in educational 
work in the Diaspora. That accounted 
for the fact that the conference had been 
dominated by religious elements, who 
constituted 75 per cent of those present. 

The Educational Department in Jeru- 
Salem, he continued, did not intend to 
encroach on the work of the educational 
bodies in the Diaspora. When, by next 
April, the European Advisory Council on 
education had been established, it would 
provide guidance and assistance only if 
invited by local Jewish authorities to do 
$0, 


Professor Buber's Visit 


-Dr. Morris regretted the controversy 
which had been aroused in this country 
over the forthcoming visit of Professor 
Martin Buber (of the Hebrew University) 
to direct, together with Rabbi Dr. A. 
Akmann, the Bible Month (to be held in 
February). Certain elements here, he said, 
were trying to impose their political con- 
trol under the guise of religious argu- 
ments, He hoped, however, that the 
Jewish community would not tolerate 
such an attempt, especially as Professor 
Buber’s lecture-tour on the Bible had been 
Previously arranged with Dr. Altmann. 
Professor Buber, he added, had already 
been invited by several British universities 
to lecture on the Bible. 

Among plans for future activities, Dr. 
Morris outhned the holding of eight 
courses, three in Jerusalem and five in 
the Diaspora, for the training of teachers. 
One of the seminars, with he lecturers 
from Israel, would be held in London.

The percentage of alleged discrimination 
cases, the statement contines, was still 
too high and had remamed so for more 
than two years. Some of these cases 
were routine and easily resolved, Others 
were of considerable interest. 

The statement adds that in reporting 
action taken in a case which €ame before 
the Lord Chancellor's Court and the 
subsequent unhappy remarksof the judae, 
Mr. Orbach had seen the Lord Chancellor 
and Viscount Jowitt had followed this 
interview with a most satisfactory com- 
munication to the T.A.C.

PROMOTING RELIGIOUS CHALUTZIUT 


B’nei Akivah’s Aim 


“In spite of the mood of apathy 
which is prevalent throughout the 
world and is now apparent within the 
Jewish community, the Bnei Akivah 
movement has continued to progress, 
and represents one of the most virile 
and constructive educational forces in 
Anglo-Jewry.” With these words, Mr. 
Yehudah Haffner, Secretary of the 
Bnei Akivah organisation, speaking in 
Hebrew, opened the eighth annual con- 
ference of Bnei Akivah in Great 
Britain. which was held last week-end 
at The Hayes, Swanwick, near Derby. 

The conference was attended by some 
120 delegates and visitors, represenming 
nearly every Jewish community in Great 
Britain, of greeting were 
received from the Chief Rabbi, the Chief 
Rabbis of Isracl, Rabbi Dr, LL. Herzog 
and Rabbi B. M. Uziel, Mr. Moshe 
Shapira, Israeli Minister of the Interior, 
Messrs. S. Shraga! and Eliyahu 
Dobkin, of the Jewish Agency Exccu- 
tive, and othefs. 

The Israeli session was optned by Mr. 
Binyamin Hirschberg, who, in his 
address on “ Torah-Am-Velsraci,” said 
the type of member that B'nei Akivah 
educated ‘towards religious chalutziut 
would best be suited to help stem the 
tide of apathy and assimilation, and 
ensure a State of Israel fulfilling the 
ideas of Jewish tradition. 

Rabbi Nathan Schlesinger, Principal of 
the Bachad Mercaz Limmud, Manchester. 
spoke on the “ Presentation of the Por- 
non of the Week and us place in the 
work of the movemem,” and Rabbi S. 
Sperber on “ Dat VeHalachah.” 


I.N.F. Grants Inadequate 
On Sabbath evening, Mr. Yehudah 


. Haffner presented the annual report. He 


described the year as one of great activity 
in which all sections of the Movement 
had fully participated. During the dis- 
cussion, strong criticism was voiced 


gvainst what was described as the over- 


whelmingly disproportionate allocation of 
grants by the Joint Committee for Youth 
Affairs of the J.N.F. It was stated that 
ihe Akivah movement, which 
caters for nearly 2,000 young people, had 
received a rise in its annual grant which 
was insignificant compared with most 
other Zionist youth movements in this 
country. 

An invitation was extended to Bnei 
Akivah organisations on the Coptinent 
to participate in an international camp, 
to be held here during the summer of 
1951. 

Afier the meeting of the commissions 


on Sunday morning, Messrs.

Hebrew the Key to 
Jewish Education

A knowledge of Hebrew was the 

iden to Jewish education, 

lared Dr. L. V. Snowman, Chair- 
man of the Education Committee, 
presiding at the opening session of a 
conference of teachers, hecdmasters, 
and superintendents of the London 
Board of Jewish Religious Education, 
held at Woburn House last week.

Dr. S. Fundaminsky, the Assistant 
Education Officer, speaking on “ Aims 
and Methods of Teaching Translation, 
said that since time in the classroom was 
limited. it was incumbent upon teachers 
to impart a basic knowledge of Torah 
The minimum aim should 
be to develop the ability and grasp of 
the pupil in such a way as to make him 
capable of learning on his own; in other 
words, to make him a Yodea Sefer. 

Rabbis B. D. Klien and |. Bakst. the 
Revs. E. Freedman and Dr. 8S. Goldman, 
and Messrs. S. Rosslyn, N. Hiler, 5S. 
Taylor, and S. Isaacs took part in the 
discussion.

REFUGEES’ EMPLOYMENT 
BUREAU

During nearly three years of its exis- 
tence, the employment bureau opened by 
the Association of Jewish Refugees in 
Greate™ Britain (8, Fairfax Mansions, 
N.W.3), and licensed annually by the 
L.C.C,, has received 2,443 applications— 
713 from men and 1,730 from women. 
It has found posts for 1,018 applicants. 
of whom 263 were men and 755 women. 

These facts were recently given to me 
by Dr. A. Levy, who supervises this 
branch of the Association’s work. § 
told me that most of the applicants had 
found positions wih Jewish employers, 
and that many of the refugees had occu- 
ped professional posts before coming to 
this country. To-day, she said, many of 
them were working. as clerks. store- 
keepers, bookkeepers, shorthand-typists, 
and cooks. The majority were over 50 
years of age. 

Dr. avy informed me that there was 
no difficulty in placing skilled people. 
The Association, she said, had also 
organised training courses in various 
trades and clerical) and general office 
work.

FOOD-PRODUCING PLAN FOR ISRAEL 


By HERBERT FREEDEN 


years ago, as graduates of Youth 
Aliyah, founded Hulata, have 
long since grown into men, Twice in 
the intervening fourteen years they 
have had to fight for their hold on 
this northernmost piece of Jewish 
land—during the 1936-1939 riots and 
later again in the War of Liberation. 
The houses built only four years ago 
still show battle scars. The Arabs have 
been driven back over the frontier, 
but another scourge is still upon 
them: malaria, exacting a heavy toll. 
In common with other settlements 
in the Huleh Valley, the drainage of 
the swamps is, for the men and women 
at.Hulata, a question of prosperity or 
defeat, health or sickness, life or 
death. The Huleh region is a narrow 
valley open only to the north. __Tor- 
rential rains during the winter provide 
the unusual quantity of 1,500 milli- 
metres per annum (the annual quantity 
in Jerusalem is about 500 millimetres), 
and cause an inundation of the valley 
and its surrounding areas.

Water Became a Curse 


While the Negev, Judea, and other 
parts of Israel are dry and parched, 
suffering from lack of water, the 
abundance of water in the Huleh has 
become a curse. The Jordan, which 
enters the Huleh from the north and 
leaves it to the south, its too narrow 
and slow-flowing to empty the inun- 
dated basin. Thus a swamp area has 
been formed, with harmful effects to 
living conditions in the whole district. 
As many as 13.000 dunams of lake 
surface and 17,000 dunams of swamp 
are excluded from _ agricultural 
development. 

For many vears the Jewish Nationa! 
Fund, together with other bodies, 
engaged in preparatory work in the 
Huleh area. But a radical drainage 
was impossible as long as the land 
was not owned by the Jewish people. 


Lake Huleh 
Topographic measurements have 
shown that the Jordan and the Tuva 
brook, which flow through Lake 
Huleh, are not situated in the lowest 


part of the area. They are not broad 
and swift enough to carry away the 
accumulated waters. The plans, there- 
fore, suggest the diversion of the two 
rivers to two. new canals to be buiif 
in the lowest part of the Huleh basin, 
and the widening and deepening of 
the Jordan bed to ten metres wide, 
which will step up the flow to 80 cubic 
metres of water per second. The 
completion of the whole plan will take 
five vears and will cost £4.000,000. 

The water will be harnessed to con- 
structive purposes. To-day approxi- 
mately 100 million cubic metres of 
water evaporate each year inthe 
Huleh region. This huge quantity 
will be utilised, according to the plan, 
for the irrigation of new farms to be 
set up in the valley. In general, 500 
cubic metres of water per year suffices 
for the irrigation of one dunam of 
agricultural land. 

What jis being planned now in the 
Huleh Valley will match the finest 
achievements of Jewish pioneering in 
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the past. The Emek Jezreel was once . 


a swamp and js now the centre of a 
thriving agriculture ; so was the Emek 
Hepher in the Coastal Plain and Haifa 
Bay, which is now the principal indus- 
trial area of Israel. What is happen- 
ing in the Huleh Valley is a saga of 
conquering the wilderness, of trans- 
forming waste into fertility and chang- 
ing the face of the country. The area 
which wil be converted to fruitful 
agricultur . land will comprise about 
60,000 dunams. 

The realisation of this plan opens 
thrilling vistas. On the newly won 
lands 2,000 new farming units will be 
established, each comprising 30 
dunams. There will be a varicty of 
agricultural produce: 6,000 dunams 
will be allocated for vegetables, 2,000 
for grapes, 5,000 for other fruits, 4,000 
for peanuts, 20,000 for sunflower 
seeds, and 10,000 for fishponds. There 
will be pastures to feed 2,000 milking 
cows, 2,000 sheep. and 80,000 fowls. 
Extensive layers of peat will be used 
as fertiliser or heating material. The 
agricultural produce of the region, 
based on the price level of 1947, can 
reach an equivalent of £3,500,000 per 
annum. In other words, the Huleh 
reclamation programme is a_ food- 
producing plan and will result in a 
speedy amortisation of the investment. 

In a few vears this valley will have 
been won back for civilisation; the 
last large breeding grounds of malaria 
will have been eradicated from Israel. 

That the Jewish National Fund, 
which js carrying through these opera- 
tions, has embarked upon this scheme 
in its Jubilee Year 
coincidence: it opens up the era of 
the final redemption of the land.

Jewish masses in Eastern 
Europe accelerated the rise of modern 
Jewish nationalism, particularly in 
Russia, which, before mass emigra- 
tion to America began in the ‘eighties, 
was the greatest Jewish centre. 

Living in degraded Jewish com- 
munities in backward countries, where 
only the privileged few could attain 
citizenship rights, the Jewish intel- 
iectuals—the Maskilim—were natur- 
ally bound to become more popular 
in character and imtrinsicaily more 
national. When the Haskala in Centra! 
and Western Europe became mainly 
philosophical and academic, the Mas- 
kilim in Eastern Europe, in their desire 
to reach the masses, had to become 
more didactic. In the process they 
created a popular living literature and 
press. 

The majority of the first modern 
Hebrew writers were, typical 
Maskilim, sceptical of the future of 
Hebrew and even more so Yiddish. 
They looked on even Biblical 
Hebrew as a kind of bridge until their 
enlightened readers would be able to 
use the “ landssprache ” (as happened 
in Central and Western Europe). 


True Artists 


In the process of writing for the 
people each one of them contributed 
unwittingly, according to his talent 
and genjus, to the literary develop- 
ment and perfection of the national! 
languages. Some of them, as fruc 
arusts, fell m love with the medium 
of their expression. By going to the 
people and by closer observation of 
their life, from which they could not 
and were unwilling to escape because 
ot the rise of aggressive national! 
ideologies and modern antisemitism in 
turope, the Maskilim of the second 
period gradually became aware that 
all was not black in Jewish life, and 
that all was not heaithy and bright 
among the so-called emancipated Jews 
in Western Europe. The literary 
productions of these Maskilim became 
more artistic and colourful, richer in 
nuances and half-tones. 

The most prominent and passionate 
critic of the assimilationist, non- 
national tendencies of the Haskala in 
Fastern Europe was Perez Smolenskin 
(1842-1885), editor and founder of 
HASHARAR, Although he admitted 
the necessity of reforms in Jewish life, 
he demanded that the reforms should 
be national. and evolutionary § in 
character, and that Jews should not 
he swallowed up in other nations but 
become pact Of a Jewish nation. He 
also spoke of the possibility of a 
national revival in Palestine. Although 
his criticism was not new, Smolenskin 
and his literary activities can to some 


extent be considered responsible for 
the rift between individualistic and 
national emancipation in the second 
half of the mineteenth century, thus 
Presaging Pinsker's Zionist classic. 

Auto-Emancipation,” and the fine 
Parting of the Ways.” 
y a a'am (Asher Ginzb 
1856-1927). 

In some of these essays Ahad 
Ha’am analyses the ideological and 
psychological inhibitions of emanci- 
pated Western Jewry in a masterly 
way; and he elaborates on his 
“ spiritual Zionism.” Ahad Ha’‘am is 
perhaps the only great Hebrew writer 
who was mainly influenced by the 
English philosophers. His influence 
on the Zionist movement and its 
leaders can be matched only by the 
influence of Dubnov on non-Zionists 
in the Diaspora. 


Understanding of Ghetto Life 

The most representative and creative 
figure of the second national Haskala 
period was Mendele Mocher Seforim 
(Sholem Jacob Abramovich, 1835- 
1917), the “ master builder.” or. as he 
is still lovingly called, the “ grand- 
father of modern Hebrew and Yid- 
dish literature.” Although Seforim 
was lukewarm to the Chovevei Zion 
movement and its leaders, Pinsker and 
Ahad Ha’am, and later to political 
Zionism, he did more for the revival 
of the Yiddish and Hebrew languages 
and literatures than any other modern 
Yiddish or Hebrew poet. Mendele 
was an outstanding literary artist in 
both languages. He began as a 
Hebrew writer and then turned exclu- 
sively to Yiddish ; later he translated 
into Hebrew his great Yiddish 
stories—""My Mare.” “The Travels 
of Benjamin the Third.” “The Vale 
of Weeping,” and “In Those Days.” 
His understanding of ghetto life has 
not been surpassed. As a true artist 
he had an unmatched love for the 
languages in which he wrote. 

Mendele’s school and Mendele’s 
style are perhaps unique in the his- 
tory of our modern national hierature. 
By synthesising Biblical Hebrew with 
the Hebrew of the Mishna and 
Midrash and the vernacular Yiddish, 
which he was the first to transform 
into a fine, rich, literary language. 
Mendele became the master creator 
of modern literary Hebrew. 

It would be difficult to visualise the 
achievements of the third Jewish State 
without the great creative preparatory 
work in literature, in which Mendele 
was perhaps the greatest artist.

Private Enterprise on Public Land

Managing Director of Kereth Lid., when 
| interviewed him this week in London, 
where he has arrived ona visit from 
sfacl. 
Mr. Schen bases his optimism on the 
fact that the country’s economy stil! 
functions in spite of the arrivg) of over 
hall a milion immigrants, a Very large 
proportion of whom were destitute, and 
in spite of such other grave handicaps as 
not having a trained civil service. 

Some details of Kereth’s progress in 
recent months were given to me by Mr. 
Schen. The company, he said, now has 
caputal of 1£1,000,000. most of i 
invested by people abroad. Ii has 
advanced some 1£350,000 on mortgage on 
houses it has built. 

\\s first project was the erection of 

‘fon, a small township on the hills a 
little over 1} miles from Haifa on the 
Nazareth roid. Kereth started building 
the roads for ‘'.¢ township in November, 
1945. and the construction of houses was 
hegun the following March. The Govern- 
ment town-planni organisation, Mr. 
Schen said. had scheduled Tivon for a 
population of 20,000, and already there 
are 700 families numbering 7,250 people. 
Nearly 600 houses have already been 
built, and 150 are in the course of con- 
‘irucuope In addition, there are five 
kindergartens and two schools, and more 
than a dozen shops. The district is being 
developed as a health and holiday resort 
and there are 16 boarding houses. . 

lhe land, as jn. the case of all on 


a 


which Kereth builds. belongs to the 
Jewish National Fund. The company 
leases it at an annual rental of four per 
cent of its value (there is a revaluation 
every seven years). 

The type of building that Kereth 
specialises in is regarded by the Govern- 
ment as “ private,” and the company 
must consequently find us own foreign 
currency to pay for imported building 
material. Spécial inducements are there- 
fore offered in the case of houses paid 
for m toreign currency. 

Housing costs are Ingh, Mr. Schen 
said. A quarter-acre plot of land, fully 
prepared for building, costs 1£900. while 
what is known as a two-and-a-half- 
roomed house. complete with land. costs 
between [£3.000 ahd I£3.500. A quarter 
of this amount ts lent by the company 
on mortgage. The company is also 
responsible for Duilding the roads, pro- 
viding. water, drainage, and bringing 
electricity to the houses 

Plans have been prepared and the 
money is available for a synagogue, and 
pending its erection, services are held in 
temporary premises. 

The township has a local Council 
established exactly a year ago and con- 
sisting of three General Zionists, three 
members of Mapai, three of Mapam, and 
one belonging to the Religious Bloc. 

Among other projects in which Kereth 
is interested is a garden suburb in Ramat 
Gan. to the north-east.of Tel Aviv. 50 
far the roads have been built and 100 
houses, villas, and flats, are under con: 
struction. The suburb will occupy 12! 
acres of J.N.F. land. 

In’ Tel Aviv itself, 
Kereth is building nine large four-storey 
blocks of flats surrounded by spacious

Habima, the Tel Aviv Hebrew 
theatre, may become Isracl’s national 
theatre, Mr. Shimon Finkel, a Habima 
actor and producer, told me in an 
interview in London. 


Mr. Finkel is at presemt on leave to 
study European, English, and American 
theatrical art. 

Born in Grodno, in 1905, he joined 
Max Reinhardt’s Dramatic School in 

eine Berlin when he was 
17. Later he 

oined Theatron 
raz Israel (Tai), 
the Hebrew theatre 
which was cstab- 
lished by Mr. M. 
Gnessin, and went 
with them to Pales- 
time. Returning to 
Berlin in 1927 to 
go on the German 
stage, he saw Habi- 
ma there, and has 
been a member of 


seeking new 
organisational as well as artistic forms. 
Now that there is a proposal to 
convert Habima into the Israeli National 
Theatre, the important problem will 
arise of having a repertory in which 
there shall be a proper balance between 
plays of national Jewish character, 
classical (especially Shakespearean) plays, 
and modern and experimental drama. 


Need to Develop Talent 


Habima, Mr. Finkel continued, is 
now re-establishing its dramatic school, 
which will aim at developing the talenis 
of young actors and producers The 


company will also produce plays not 
popular with the average play-going 
public. The new theatre m Tel Aviv is 


to be enldrged for these purposes 

Habima. asserted Mr. Finkel, will 
maintain its great tradition and remain 
a repertory theatre 


The theatre. he told me. is now being 
subsidised jointly by the Government. 
the Jewish -Agency. and the Histadrut: 
should it become the nationa! theatre. 
the Ministry of Culture and. Education 
will become primarily responsib'e for 
ns maimenancc.

The site of the building is some 
2.500 feet above sea level, to the 
south-west of the city, and abutting on 
the main high-road which leads to 
Jerusalem from Tel Aviv. it com- 
mands one of those panoramic views 
which stir the historic consciousness, 
over the city and the Judean hills, and 
beyond to the mountains of Gilead 
and Moab. The city of Jerusalem is 
spread out to the north-west, with the 
massed Jewish quarters in the fore- 
ground, the ridge of the Mount of 
Olives and Mount Scopus, with the 
buildings of the. Hebrew University 
bevond. To the south is the site 
destined for the city of the Govern- 
ment of Israe]l—Hakirya, which will 
be the immediate neighbour’ of the 
Houses of the Nalion: to the west 
the Mount of the tomb of Herzl, and 
beyond that again the traditional 
burial-place of the prophet Samuel. on 
a high peak. To the South-east are 
the hills around Bethlehem and the 
mountains of Hebron. 


Tenth Legion Encampment 


It is almost impossible to excavate 
anywhere in Israel without coming 
across monuments of antiquity. 
Hardly had the workers started dig- 
ging the foundations of the hall when 
they lighted on a Roman encampment, 
which proved incontestably to be a 
Station of the Tenth Legion. After 


the destruction of the Temple by’ 


Titus, that Legion was the garrison of 
Jerusalem ; and its seal was imprinted 
on a number of tiles and bricks found 
on the site. Digging a little further. 
the workers found mosaic floors of a 
Byzantine church of the fifth or sixth 
century, dedicated to St. George. 
These sites will be preserved on the 
into beautiful 
garden. 

The main work proceeding at 
present is the building of the great 
hall. Its conerete pillars rise like 
pointed spears from the hill. It is 
interesting to see the stamp of Tata of 
India on some of the steel girders. The 
hall will be over 65 yards long, over 
50 yards wide, and about 30 yards 
high. It will hold 3,500 people, and 
there will be room for an orchestra 
of 500. Beside the big auditorium 
they are building a smaller hall which 
will accommodMe 600, and will be 
used for smalle& ‘conferences and 
concerts, | | 

The intention is to hold each year 


seat of every delegate in the big hall 
will be equipped with earphones, so 
that the words of the speaker may be 
heard simultaneously in any of five 
languages. The one part of the struc- 
ture which is almost complete to-day 
is a big air-raid shelter cut out of the 
rock, with walls and ceiling of 
sufficient thickness to withstand any 
blast. 

Round the main building there will 
be a series of exhibition pavilions, and 
somewhere in the grounds——which 
comprise some 25 acres—an open-air 
theatre which will have seats for 
10,000. . The exact site is not yet fixed, 
but the folds of the hills lend them- 
selves to the purpose, and the design 
for the amphitheatre, by a well-known 
architect of Israel, is already prepared. 
The main hall js designed by Mr. 
Rechter, who was responsible for two 
of the successful hotel buildings in 
Israel. the Sharon near Tel Aviv and 
the Kalia, now sadly wrecked, by the 
Dead Sea. The work of construction 
is supervised by Mr. Nesher, a partner 
of the late Mr. Chaikin, who built the 
Straus Health Centre in Jerusalem 
and the Town Hall in Haifa. 

It is a bold enterprise which aims. 
in the words of the dedication scroll, 
“to become a Temple for the nation 
in every sphere of its creativeness. a 
rallying place for our achievements, 
both material and spiritual, and a 
museum and repository for the 
treasures of our national renaissance.”

World Committee's 
Manifesto

JERUSALEM 


The SOth anniversary of the Jewish 


National Fund has been marked by the 
issue of a manifesto by the World Jubilec 
Committee, of which President Weizmann 
is the Hon. President, and Mr. Ben- 
Gurion, Prime Minister of Isracl, is Hon. 
Chairman. 

After referring to the practical part 
played by the J.N.F. in implementing 
the idea of a Jewish renaissance, the 
manifesto pays tribute to those who con- 
ceived the idea of the J.N.F. and also 
to those who developed the Fund into 
the strong instrument of Zionist realisa- 
Lon. 

“ The concept of social justice, deeply 
anchored in Biblical Law, was harmo- 
nised with the tenets of modern land 
reform, and step by step, through cease- 


less, unglamorous, day-to-day work, the 


Fund brought the ancestral soil again 
into Jewish hands, and thus to new lic.” 
the manifesto continues. “ On its land a 
generation grew up, at one with the fruits 
of their labour and the harvests of their 
fields: they did not abandon their carth 
when the great test came, and in its wake 
the freedom of Israel... . 


Freeing Earth from Neglect 


“More land has to be transferred to 
the ownership of the Jewish people so 
that the whole of the people can share in 
its advancement and development. There 
is no task more noble than to free the 
earth from the deadly grip of neglect. 
than to transform the curse of the waste 
into the blessing of abundance... . In 
its second fifty-year span the Jewish 
National Fund shall be the redeeming 
hand to win back the soil for the tllers: 
it shall remain a creative bond between 
Zion and Jewry everywhere and bring the 
message of Israel reborn to the far ends 
of the dispersion.” 

The manifesto ends with an appeal to 
the Jews of the world to rededicate them- 
selves to the final redemption of the land. 

Among other officers and members of 
the J.N.F. World Jubilee Committee who 
have signed the manifesto are: Dr. Abra- 
ham Granott, Chairman, Board of Direc- 
tors of the J.N.F.: Rabbi Dr. I. H.

NEW FREEZING METHOD 


A new method of ice proc..')on, 
developed by a Haifa engineer, Eugene 
Wilbushewich, has attracted the altention 
of refrigeration experts throughout the 
world, and is now being adopied by Ke 
makers in Europe, Africa, South America, 
and India. 

The technique, known as “* Rapid Ice,” 
is almost fully automatic and cuts the 
refrigeration process from 18 to two and 
a half hours. The ice produced, it ts 
claimed, is more heat-resistant. The pro-

Efforts to Prevent World Conflict 
FROM OUR UNITED NATIONS CORRESPONDENT 


LAKE SUCCESS - 
Israel entered the fifth session of the 
United Nations General Assembly 
with three objectives—to align Israel 
against aggression, to promote con- 
ciliation in the world struggle, and to 
break the Arab monopoly on Near 
East interests in the United Nations. 
In varying degrees it achieved success 
in all three ams, 
Isracl’s unqualified stand against 
aggression was a sequel to the support 
gave the Securuy Council even before 
he opening of the Assembly. It found 
expression im the general debate at the 
opening session of the Assembly, when 
Mr. Sharett reaffirmed support of the 
LN. against aggression in Korea. and 
»ledged Israel to the Acheson plan for 
aggression 
Yet. when the battle for peace reached 
-hreats of warlike proportions. the Israclis 
fought to bring about a compromise. By 
orivate talks, and by shrewdly timed 
imendmems to mayor proposals, Israc]— 
o informal co-operation with other centre 
sroups—sought to leave at least one open 
-hink for negotiations which the heavy 
doors of cold war diplomacy threatened 
slam with -fimalrty. 
Constructive Suggestions 
It can now be stated that Israel was 
responsible for the first effort made by 
the UN. to assure the Chinese Com- 
munisis that ther Yalu River interests 
would be unharmed. Israel was barred 
by the Arabs from the 13-nation Asiatic 
up. which, under Sir Benegal Rau, 
hammered out the cease-fire resolutions.

When the 60-nation Social Com- 
mittee was convened it had before it the 
initial draft Convention of the Human 
Rights Commission, a loosely worded 
catalogue of watered<lown <ivil and 
ohtical rights with a rapidly accumu- 

ted imventory of universal criticism. 
Largely a product of U.S. thinking, the 
dra omitted all social and economic 
rights, all rights of free petition agains 
violations. and made redress the exclu- 
sive monopoly of Governments. 

An outraged committec, in a @O-day 
rebellion. threw the draft back to the 
Commission with the blunt stricture that 
nt “ does not contain certain of the most 
elementary rghis.”’ committee 
demanded improvemem in wording. more 
precise definitsons, and. with obvious 
bitterness, “greater adherence to the 
rinciples and purposes of the United 

ations Charter.” 

Specifically, the committee demanded 
consideration for the fundamental neh 
of petition. endorsing an Israch pro- 
posal extending this right to jndi- 
viduals and accredited non-govern- 
mental organisations. Included im the 
endorsement is a Uruguay-sponsored 
formula, submitted by the Consultative 
Counc! of Jewrsh Organrsations. favour- 
ing mpementation through a U.N 
Attorncy-Genera! With equal vigour. 
the committee called for “a clear expres- 
sion of economic. social. and cultura! 
rights” as beige “ interconnected and 
interdependcm wiih the enjoyment of 
civic and poirical freedoms.” 


Threat to Minorities 


Both principles were pressed by Israe!'s 
scholarly representative, Dr: Yehuda 
Kohn, who issued a warning that in the 
present world tension to limit the rizht of 
complaints to Governments might 
involve the risk of warping humanmarian 
issues into political questions, with the 
danger that the Covenant would remain 
a dead letter 

As for social and economic rights. D 
Kohn ureed the commilice not to regard 
them asa “ sort of luxury.” He explained 
that in normal times there was compara- 
uvely little fear of violations.

attempts Of Britain, Russia, and the 
Uiniied States to seck exemptions from 
implementation. The commpilice rejected 
the US. demand for exemption. on 
erounds of State rights; it rejected the 
demands of Britain. and other Colonial 
Powers to withhold applicability of the 
Covenam to non-self-governing areas, 
and it categorically dismissed the Soviet 
cry for implememation only through 
domestic Governments 

Despite the demand for priority, the 
draft cannot be ready before 1952. And 
it is a matter for speculation whether the 
committee's demands will survive the long 
screening the draft faces through the 
Commission, the Council, the next 
Assembly, and the individual Govern- 
mems. But in so far as the sssue involves 
the Jews of the world, the revolt of the 
committee was a happy sign that despite 
all obstacles, the frontier of human rights 
is gradually progressing. And although 
the Jewish world community is still not 
fully aware of it, this Assembly has

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AUSTRALIAN 
JUBILEE 


THE year 1951 is beeng celebrated as a 
jubilee year by the Commonwealth of 
Australia, which was constitutionally estab- 
lished on January 1, 1901. The federal union 
of six States was an outstanding event in 
the history both of the Australian nation and 
of the British Commonwealth. This jubilee 
commemoration should remind us all of 
those great traditions of freedom and 
democracy which we share in common and 
which ,we are determined to maintain 
inviolAte. Jewry can be proud of the fine 
contfibution that it has made to the progress 
and/achievements of the Australian people. 
An ong the early settlers and pioneers a 
prominent part was taken by Jews from 
Brjtain, including several members of the 
Mpnteriore family. The history of Jewish 
gregations in Sydney and Meibourne and 
el4ewhere dates back to the earliest Settlement 
of these places in the first half of the last 
century. Their members have never ceased 
to play a distinguished role in Australia’s 
economic development and public life. It ts, 
incidentally, especially interesting to read, in 
the weekly feature on page 6, “ The J.C. a 
Hundred Years Ago,” that the Jewish com- 
munity in Adelaide, the capital city of South 
Australia, was strong enough to-have built 
for it a fine synagogue in I851. (The 
historian who. dealt with the subject of 
Australia in the 1901 “Jewish Encyclopedia,” 
himself an Australian rabbi, committed the 
remarkable error of givitig this date in two 
separate essays as 1871-—which has possibly 
never been corrected till now.) Among a 
multitude of famous Australian Jewish 
names, perhaps the: most outstanding are 
those of Sir Isaac Isaacs, the first Australian- 
born Governor-General, and General Sir 
Joun Monasn, the Supreme Commander of 
the Australian Forces in the First World 
War. It is impossible to enumerate here al! 
the notable Jewish persons who have helped 
to make Australian history, but we may be 
pardoned if we single out for honoured 
mention now two Australian-born Jews who 
immensely enriched the cultural life of 
Britain. SamMvet ALEXANDER in philosophy 
and JosepH Jacoss in literary history are 
illustrious. examples of our reciprocal 
indebtedness in this country to our overseas 
brethren 


Particularly welcome at this juncture is 
the arrival in this country of Mr: R. G. 
Menztes, the Australian Prime Minister, to 
participate in the London meeting of 
Commonwealth Prime Ministers which 
opened yesterday. It will be remembered 
that, at a conference in Canberra last year 
of organisations interested in immigration, 
Mr. MENZIES criticised those who opposed 
the admission of foreign elements, Austra- 
lian resources, he said, were more than 
adequate for its population. Australians 
must learn to regard immigrants as their 
friends, and prejudice on racial grounds was 
a sign of stupidity. People who criticised 
the Jews, the Prime MINISTER added, should 
remember that General MonasH, Australia’s 
greatest General, was a Jew. A few months 
ago the Australian Jewish Ex-Servicemen’s 
Association, at its annual conference at 
Melbourne, decided to launch a campaign to 


sponsor the immigration of Anglo-Jewish — 


ex-Servicemen and their families into 
Australia. The possibilities of a new life in 
the Dominion may well attract many British 
Jews to-day no less than it did those in 
earlier generations. 

The ‘mutual ties between British and 
Australian Jewry are of incalculable worth 
and significance, and the strength of these 


ties was attested by the Conference of 
Commonwealth Jewries held in London last 
summer. In this regard the Chief Rabbi- 
nate of the United Hebrew Congregations of 
the British Commonwealth and Empire has 
long constituted a unifying influence of 
prime importance. It is most appropriate 
and felicitous, therefore, that the CHIEF 
Rasa (whose former ministry in Melbourne 
left such an abiding impression) will be 
paying a pastoral visit to the Australian 
Commonwealth during its present jubilee 
year. Meanwhile, at the inauguration of 
the celebrations, our heartfelt greetings and 
good wishes go forth across the seas. 


THE T.A.C. 


A COMMUNICATION, from which we 
quote on another page, was circulated last 
week-end to the press by the Trades Advisory 
Council, giving some details of a meeting 
held on December 20 of the London and 
Administrative Committee of that body. 
The issuing of this report was an unusual 
step—it has not been the custom of the 
T.A.C. to circularise the press in this fashion 

-and if it were simply a new method of 
taking the public more into the T.A.C.’s 
confidence, one might receive it as a wel- 
come, if rather belated, recognition of a 
duty long owing to the community. it 1s, 
however, more to be supposed that the 
press release has been evoked by the 
unfavourable criticism and publicity that the 
T.A.C. has of late been getting at meetings 
of the Deputies and the A.J.A., and in the 
press and among the public in general. As 
far as the contents of the circulated report 
go, it would appear that the London and 
Administrative Committee of the T.A.C. is 
blithely unaware of these criticisms, and the 
only hint that is allowed to appear that all 
is not well is the statement that Mr. BARNET 


. GOLD, a member of the National Executive, 


reported on “the circumstances which had 
led to the resignation from office [as Nationa! 
Chairman] of Mr. Atec NaTHAN.” No 
explanation whatever is vouchsafed of these 
“ circumstances "—-a curious omission, in 
view of the importance of the Chairman's 
position and the undoubted right of the 
public to know the reasons for such a 
resignation from a public body. Mr. NATHAN 
himself has, meanwhile, thrown a little 
further light on the subject by writing a letter 
to the Editor of this paper (printed on 
page 17), in order to inform members of 
the T.A.C., as he puts it, that he has resigned 
“as a result of a difference of views in 
regard to facts and principle within the 
organisation.” 

Another curiosity in this. report is the 
reference to “a case which came before the 
Lord Chancellors Court” and the “sub- 
sequent unhappy remarks of the judge.” 
Here again, the information. given is 
supremely inadequate (presumably the case 
in question was not one of the comparatively 
rare ones held in camera), and one derives 
no contentment trom the subsequent state- 
ment that a “satisfactory communication ™ 
was received following an interview granted 
to Mr. Orpacn by the Lorp CHANCELLOR. 
Apart from all this, however, it must be 
asked whether the T.A.C. is not in such 
matters overstepping its.authority. If there 
has been a Court case in which a judge 
made “ unhappy remarks,” surely it was the 
place not of the T.A.C. (which is a. body 
set up to deal with commercial matters) to 
intervene, but, if necessary, of the Law and 
Parliamentary Committee or of the President 
of the Board of Deputies ? 


Far from assuaging criticism of the T.A.C.., 
the report serves only to enhance it. A 
mere recounting of the number of cases 
dealt with in six months is not a sufficient 
answer to the critics, nor does it wash away 
the continual rumours, to which we have 
recently called attention, about the internal 
stresses in the organisation. Those stresses 
are now made obvious by the terms of Mr. 
NATHAN’S letter, and are not solely due to 
the fact that the T.A.C., a body largely 
composed of employers, had Communists 
among its representatives at the Deputies 
and on the Defence Committee. In 
this connection, the community will be 
glad to note, from. another. announce- 


ment in these columns, that, no doubt 
in response to the strong reaction of the 
public, that anomaly has at last been 
rectified by the replacement of the Com- 
munist members by others. We have urged, 
we think with ample justification, that the 
situation will only be resolved when all these 
questions affecting the T.A.C. are studied 
and reported on by a completely impartial 
and independent inquiry committee, upon 
whose findings any necessary action can be 
taken by the bodies involved. We are sup- 
ported in this view by the letter from Mr. M. 
GORDON LIVERMAN, J.P., which appears on 
page 17 of this issue. Mr. LIvVERMAN is 


' himself a Vice-President of the T.A.C., apart 


from having been a Treasurer of the Board 
of Deputies and Chairman for some years 
of the Defence Committee. He cites among 
those who have asked for such an indepen- 
dent inquiry the President of the Board of 
Deputies, Dr. Cowen, the former Chairman 
of the Council, Mr. NATHAN, and several 
Vice-Presidents of the Council. No organisa- 
tion which values its good name can afford to 
ignore the demands of such influential 
persons, among them some of its own 
ofucers. It is high time that the inquiry was 
set on foot. 


HOW SHALL WE SPELL? 


AMONG the minor but exceedingly vexa- 
tious problems afflicting all who have to deal 
with the printing of Jewish subjects ts that 
of the correct way of transliterating Hebrew 
or Yiddish words into Latin characters. Shail, 
for instance,"w> be spelt Aasher or kosher ? 
And shall m>3m_ be Chanucah or Channuka 
or even Hanukka ? To begin with, of course, 
a lot depends upon one’s loyalties—for 
example, if one is an Ashkenazi, one will 
probably, in spelling the one Hebrew word 
for the Feast of Weeks, plump for Shevuos, 
if not Shavuos ; if one is a staunch Zionist, 
with a strong addiction to modern, Israeli 
Hebrew, one will naturally spell it Shavuot, 
or perhaps Shavuoth ; or, with an ear for the 
Yemenites, Shabuoth ; and if one is an un- 
repentant Sefardi, one will carefully, even 
ostentatiously, inscribe Shebugnoéth. The 
lengths to which confusion may go were 
exemplified in Glasgow recently, where the 
local press, in reporting a case in court in 
which Jewish marriage laws were brought 
into the evidence, tried to do its duty to the 
public by printing a Hebrew phrase, spoken 
by a witness, to the effect that a woman's 
possessions belonged to her husband. Of 
three newspapers, one, apparently advised 
by a modernist, gave the phrase as “* Mah 
Shekanah isho kanah ballah™: another. 
whose guide was obviously of the old school, 
printed it as “Ma shekono esho conno 
ballo ” ; while the third emulated the second. 
except for spelling “conno”™ as “konno™ 
(and, for good measure, describing the phrase 
as Yiddish). Confusion becomes worse when 
we attempt to differentiate between letters 
which to the unlearned ear approximate to 
the same sound: what shall we do for alef 
and ‘ayin, for chet (or is it ches ?) and chaf ? 
And how shall we inform those ignorant of, 
say, the sound of “ch” in the Scottish word 
“loch,” that here it is not sounded like the 
“ch” in “church”? The philologists, 
phoneticists, and academicians, in their deal- 
ings with languages, have invented an 
alphabet of their own, with magy weird 
symbols, called the International Phonetic 
Alphabet, which to their trained eye depicts 
sound more or less scientifically, but it would 
no doubt be impossible to persuade the 
various peoples to give up their own alphabets 
in its favour. The scholars in Hebrew. 
indeed, have their own little conventions : for 
instance, the letter 1, which to the ordinary 
English-speaking Jew is either vov or vav, 
becomes waw (which endears itself less 
than ever to us when we finally recognise 
it as a German spelling). The Hebrew 
scholars take further unfair advantage of us, 
too, when they use A with a dot under it for

About Books 


THE JEWISH YEAR BOOK 


The Jewish Year Book, 1951 (5711-5712), 
The Jewish Chronicle. 10s.

Like THE Jewish CHRONICLE under whose 
auspices it is published, “The Jewish Year 

has grown into an Anglo-Jewish institu- 

tion. As a work of reference on Jewry at home 
and overseas it has become indispensable. The 
new volume is of special interest in that it is the 
fiftieth of the series, and its appearance affords 
an occasion to congratulate all who are respon- 
sible for its publication and hope that it will 
long continue to be issued year by year. 

It is proper that tribute should be paid to the 
Rev. Dr. A. Tobias for his painstaking and yen 
compilation of the Calendar, which is so helpful 
to all who consult it, The identity of the editor is 
not disclosed and he also deserves praise and thanks 
for his arduous labours so successfully accomplished. 

All the familiar features are reproduced, yet the 
Year Book is far from being stereotyped. It moves 
with the changing times and fresh needs are taken 
into account. Some of the regular sections are con- 
siderably extended. Isracl, e.g.. now occupies 
seventeen pages within which a mass of information 
has been compressed. The composition of the 
Knesset and the distinctions between the political 
parties, the members of the Cabinet as reconstituted 
November last. the chiefs of State departments, the 
diplomatic and consular representatives, are all listed, 
as well as details about various aspects of life and 
activity. For this valuable extension many readers 
will be particularly thankful. Another section which 
has been enlarged is that which deals with “ Princi- 
pal Jewish Institutions in other Countries.” viz., 


Belgium. Denmark, France, Greece, Holland, 
Portugal, and the United States. 
New Features 


Two new features will be welcomed. The first is 
the enumeration of the Sidra and Haftara for each 
Sabbath in 1952, which will be uscful to parents and 
teachers in connection with preparation for a Bar- 
mitzvah ceremony falling in that year. The second 
is “ British Legislation Affecting Jews.” by Mr. 
F. F. Iwi, which provides instructive reading. Under 
the heading of Shechita, should not the compulsory 
use of a casting-pen for large animals have been 
included? 

This volume is more than a work of reference, 
To turn over its leaves and glance at a page here 
and there is to make oneself better acquainted with 
communities in many parts of the world. Unhappily, 
for reasons which are readily undersiood, no 
information is available about the Jewries in Eastern 
Europe except under * Jewish Statistics,” and even 
there a mark of interrogation instead of a number 
appears against many cities. 

For a book. of this kind to serve its purpose, it 
must be as complete and accurate as possible. They 
who produce it certainly have this aim in view, but 
it cannot be achieved without willing co-operation. 
It is deplorable to note how many communities and 
institutions in this country failed to reply to the 
questionnaire sent to them. There are too many 
asterisks denoting “no information furnished.” 
Such neglect is inexcusable, and it is to be hoped 
that the number will dwindle to vanishing point in 
future 


WORLD THEATRE 

World Theatre.

This is the first number of a oer handsome 
quarterly published in Paris. The International 
Theatre Institute, now in its fourth year, owes much 
of its existence to J. B. Priestley; and in a personal 
view he explains the value which he, as an author, 
hopes to extract from it: “I want to know what 
my colleagues are doing, in many delightful but 
distant playhouses. I want them to know what 
am doing. 1! should like to know what all their 
audiences are like...” and so on. He thinks 
that the Institute, with its national centres every 
civilised country, will form a weapon to break 
down the barriers between art and so enable the 
theatre to make its contribution to international 
understanding. This refrain is taken up by Jean- 
Louis Barrauk, who explains his own specifically 
French view of the place of the theatre among 
the arts; by John Moody, in -a_ well-informed 
article on the contribution of the State in England 
through the Arts Council; by Rosamond Gilder, on 
the American picture; by contributions from 
Czechoslovakia and Italy; and, in a discerning 
article, by that great international! figure, Tyrone 
Guthrie, who in a world of State patronage, dis- 
courses sO wisely on the prowess of the private 
patren in the past. 

The influence of Guthrie's visit to Israel, three 
ears is perhaps discernible in. Millo- 
acovsky s afticle on traditions and new directions 
in that country. The theatre, according to this 
writer, is representative of the cultural struggle 
between the ewo generations—the Sabras and the 
immigrants. Since 1920, the Israclite Theatre has 
been under the influence of Russian impressionism, 
of which the chief exponenis were the Habima 
and the Ohel: now a new generation has arisen, 
which: has no culture other than that of its own 
young country, but secks for a way to adapt to 
its own strong, confident, and optimistic outlook 
the cultures of the past. A new theatre is in 
process of being born, and a number of young 
writers are contributing plays of current history. c: 
One such play, ‘* Within the Walls of Jerusalem,

was seen during the recent visit of the Ohel to 


London. Those who, even with a scant knowledge 
of Hebrew, felt that this work was more documen- 
tary than dramatic, will be interested to learn that 
this view is fully appreciated, and the need to probe 
deeper into the heart fully accepted. It is, indeed, 
an inspiring story that Millo-Pacovsky tells.

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CHILD WELFARE 


Everybody's Children: The Story of the 
Church of England Children’s Society 
1921-1948. By MiLprep pe M. 
Cumberlege. 12s. 6d.

The Church of England Children’s 
Society (formerly Waifs and Strays) was 
founded in 1881 by Prebendary Rudolf. 
His aim was to establish an organisation 
where neglected and destitute children 
could be given as natural a home life as 
possible. A resolution passed by the first 
Fxecutive stated that, in providing Homes 
for children, family hfe would be prefer- 
able to institutional. The Curtis Report, 
many years later, also expressed this 
view. In the first year of the Society's 
existence, a system of boarding-out 
children with foster-parents was adopted. 

From small beginnings the work grew 
to great dimensions, and has brought 
happiness and security to thousands of 
children. The Society has not only 
helped the normal child, but also the 
child crippled in body or mind. [In 1938 
the Rudolf Memorial Home was estab- 
lished for educationally backward children 
or those handicapped by behaviour prob- 
lems. The East London Child Guidance 
Clinic... which was. founded by the Jewish 
Health Organisation, has advised and 
treated many of these problem children. 
In 1942 the welfare of children deprived 
of a normal home life was the subject 
for discussion between the Principals of 
the four large children’s societies From 
these. meetings emerged the National 
Counci! of Associated Homes. and the 
lewish Board of Guardians. the Shaftes- 
bury Homes, and the Children’s Aid 
Society were added to its membership. 

This book is full of human intcrest, and 
should appeal to social workers, and 
especially to those who are concerned in 
the welfare of children. 


GAMBLER’S FATE 


Drama in Ostend. By SALamMon

In 1939 Sylvain Hagel,. an author, 
stopped at Antwerp on the way to Paris. 
where by chance he met an artist friend, 
Walter Fink, who urged Hagel to see 
Ostend.” Two days later both men 
reached the said resort. and there Hagel 
met hus fate in the form of the Casino. 
where he not only dissipated his small 
ortune but unknowingly embraced 
untimely death, This is the background 
of Mr. Dembitzer’s psychological tale, 
against which he reveals the destruction 
of Hagel the gambler, with a pene- 
trating. insight reminiscent of Greek 
tragedy. The novel abounds in a wealth 
of portraiture, of men and women 
deluded by. the false anticipations of 
quick wealth—by supposedly infallible 
sysiems and the ultimate smile of Lady 
Luck, It also depicts with devastating 
realism the full range of the gambler’s 
emouions—his renewed hope, ultimate 
defeat, frayed nerves, and his determined 
efforts to conquer the fate that stubbornly 
opposes his financial realisations. This 
tale has a sense of impending calamity 
which is dexterously developed to the last 
page. The translation by Gladys von 
Uschirschky is admirable. 


BY THE SAHARA 


Quicksands. By D. J. Wetsn. Falcon

Locale worries every novelist to-day— 
Mr. Welsh selects the edge of the Sahara. 
Che story is sensitive and runs well, but 
locale involves responsibilities as well as 
advaniages—one of them, the purely 
descriptive, can be sidestepped up to a 
point: the other, the need to permit 
regional. characters to behave in a 
credible tradition, goes deeper. From 
this book one neither sees the Sahara 
nor, untortunately for the general effect, 
iinds any way of differentiating the people 
from Americans, Belgians, or Mancu- 
nians. Since the plot turns on some of 
the most culturally determined of all 
altitudes, jealousy, chivalry, and the 
acceptance or rejection of sexuality itself, 
‘Dis 18 a marked handicap. But the 
central character, as an undifferentiated 
man, locale and nationality apart, is 
cmouonally credible, and the one-handed 
murderer with whom he shares his room 
'S a dramatic figure who is exploited 
sensibly and with restraint. The book is 
closer to the modern Italian than to the 
American or even the English tradition. 
it is well worth reading

UNITED SYNAGOGUE’S OLDEST CONSTITUENT 


N 1870. the Act of Parlia- 

ment was passed which formally 

established the United Syna- 
gogue, and the 80th anniversary of 
this great religious institution was 
Officially celebrated by the dinner 
recently held at Grosvenor House. 
The of the United Synagogue, 
however, s back far earlier in the 
history of London Jewry. Of the five 
constituent synagogues which joined 
to form the United Synagogue in 1870, 
the oldest is the Great Synagogue, 
which has a history of more than 
two and a half centuries. A recently 
published book" tells the story of what 
has been called “the Cathedral Syna- 
gogue of Ashkenazi: Jewry in this 
country. It is one of the most 
important Anglo-Jewish historical 
works to have. appeared during the 
last half-century and, in its 300 pages, 
the author, Dr. Cecil Roth, has ample 
opportunity to display his unique 
knowledge of the minutie of our 
social history. 


Guildhall Records 


Even so, the composition of the 
present volume must have been an 
extremely difficult task, especially for 
the earlier period, for which all muni- 
ments..are lacking. Hence, Guildhall 
records, the contemporary press 
(including its advertisements), and a 
considerable pamphlet 
(Hebrew, Yiddish, and English) have 
had. to be combed so that the carlier 
life of this synagogue could be 
adequately described. The two and a 
half centuries of its history are related 
lovingly. as well as skilfully and 
eloquently ; dozens of long-forgotten 
worthies come to life in its pages ; 
and when the reader puts down the 
book, he realises the unique impor- 
tance of this congregation to the 
Anglo-Jewries of Stuart, Hanoverian, 
and later times. 

It is now established not only ‘that 
“ The Great” dates from. 1690,° but 
that it has always occupied Hs present 
Duke's Place-Creechurch Place site. 
It follows that this has a longer con- 
tinuous record of Jewish public 
worship—albeit jn four different 
buildings—-than any. other 
synagogue site. (Isaac Nunes, to whom 
the rent was paid in 1706-8, could

Family Histories 


Genealogists will delight im the 
masterly manner in which Dr. Roth 
solves many outstanding puzzles. He 
even gives a lone and lucid account 
of the Franks famuly, avoiding all the 
which have confused and 
entrapped sO many earlier writers, 
especially the American ones. 

Other seventeenth-century families 
who are discussed include Mears. 
Hart, and Nathan. Benjamin Levy. 
the London magnate, who in °1697 
purchased the first Ashkenazi cemetery 
(in Alderney Road, E.1), ss provided 
by Dr. Roth with two homonyms, i.c.. 
with one more than has been hitherto 
customary or than seems plausible. 
Rabbi Aaron Hart's four homonyms 
are, however, convincing enough. 

Eighteenth-century worthies include 
five centenarians, Of the Schombergs. 
“who with one accord abandoned the 
Jewish faith” (p. 84), it may be 
objected that Phineas Schomberg, one 
of the brothers. was for years the 
notarial partner of Haham Isaac Nieto 
and must have remained a loyal Jew. 

‘Rabbi Solomon Hirschell and his 
Contemporaries ” (Chap, 13) must be 
easily the best account ever penned of 
this Chief Rabbinate. which lasted 
from 1802 to 1842 The earnest, 
erudite, and lanky “ Dr.” Hirschell 
springs to life with his contemporary 


priests, scholars, critics, and beadles. 
The “rise of Reform™ in 1840 is 
interestingly analvsed from a 1940 
standpoint, and there is much informa- 
tion about the following families (inter 
alia): Cohen, de Symons, Goldsmid, 
Joseph, Phillips, Samuel, and Van 
Oven. 

Our author affirms (p. 220) “ the 
proud tradition of the Anglo-Jewish 
community that their poor never 
became a burden on the public purse.” 
This is not easy to reconcile with the 
admission of Jacob Abrams to the 
parish work-house of St. Catherine 
Creechurch as far back as 1760, and 
with the unfortunate fact that there 
has been a continuous stream, num- 
bering many thousands, of Jewish 
paupers entering Londons  poor- 
houses down to 1950. 

Moses Hart. titular founder of “ The 
Great,” had bequeathed £1,000 in 
1756 to the London Hospital (p. 105), 
and it is heartening to read that “ Jews’ 


Diet “ figured in jts rules of that year . 


(p. 106) and that a Jewish ward was 
opened in 1842 (p. 274). Small wonder 
that Jewish families, who for genera- 
tions had been supporters of the 
Londen Hospital. should have stig- 
matised as an act of ingratitude the 
setting-up of the London Jewish 
Hospital c. 1920. 


Portrait Paintings 


The book under review has been 
beautifully produced and so copiously 
illustrated as to justify the price asked. 
Of the 75 pictures, 25 are portraits, 
including some paintings not . pre- 
viously reproduced. One notes that 
Mrs. H. B. Lewis-Barned owns the 
fine picture of Baron Lyon de Symons, 
but no information is given as to the 
present whereabouts of the Moses 
Samuel, Levi Barent Cohen. and 
Mombach portraits. It is a pity that 
“The Greats” unique ojl-pairtings 
of Rabbis Aaron Hart and Hart Lyon 

the Jewish Museum exhibited them 
in the summer of 1949-—-were not used 
in preference to the somewhat hack- 
neved engravings. In general, the 
engraved portraits have not come out 
very clearly; and seem not to have 
been reproduced from _ first-class 
originals. On the other hand, the 
photographs of the plate, textiles. 
shofarot, etc.. are admirably rendered, 
as are the painted portraits. 

This review must close. alas, with 
the familar grumble that the index 
to the book is very far from complete, 
especially as regards proper names,

THE Z.0. AND DIASPORA EDUCATION

| Fine spiri maintain that Israel is 

the spiritual centre of Jewry: 1t 

comprises the largest Hebrew- 
speaking population in the world, it 
contains a fine University; and is the 
scene of a considerable Hebrew 
literary renaissance, Israelis feel it ts 
clearly their duty to convey these 
benefits to the Diaspora for the sake 
of our common Judaism. They feel 
further that it is a vital self-interest to 
help to keep Judaism alive in the 
Diaspora, so that its material aad 
human resources may. help Israel 


survive. 


The Zionists show concern for many 
Jewish communities in Europe, North 
Africa. and the Middle East. who are 
incapable of helping themselves. They 
urge that for such communities educa- 
tional provision must be made by 
some international or supranational 
body. They go further, however, and 
maintain that even where communities 
are capable of self-help, it is the duty 
of Zionism to spread knowledge of the 
Hebrew language and to attract to 
Israel some of the finest elements 
among the youth, 


The Religious Issue 


Zionists are mindful of the religious 
issue, and concede that ii is their duty 
to provide religion within the frame- 
work of the national tradition. They 
point with approval to the presence at 
the Paris Conference of several Ortho- 
dox ministers of religion from this 
country, They say that jf Orthodox 
Jews feel that insufficient stress 1s laid 
on religion, it is their duty to come tn 
to strengthen the religious side, and if 
they stay out they © must accept 
responsibility if religion suffers. 

Anglo-Jewry’s participation this 
work of education 1s essential, not 
because ‘it has failed (notwithstanding 
some tactless remarks by the Zionrst 
education Jeaders), bul, on the con- 


trary, becaufe it has succeeded in 
considerable measure. There are within 
Anglo-Jewry healthy, striving move- 
ments for the furtherance of education, 
but the community cannot be allowed 
to live in isolation from the main 
stream of Hebrew culture. 

Here. then. are the considerable 
advantages that might accrue to 


The recent débate at the Board of 
Deputies on the report of the Paris 
Conference of the Zionist Oreanisa- 
tion Education Deparinieni has 
revealed a cleavage of opinion. The 
issues involved are complex, and the 
accompanying summary of the views 
of both sides may help to clarify the 
picture. 


Diaspora Jewries from the vast pro- 
gramme of educational activity out- 
lined in Paris. It now remains to state 
the arguments of the traditional bodies 
against this programme. 

“Kibbush HaKehillot (conquest of 
the communities) was the Herzlian 
doctrine in the days when the Zionist 
struggle began. It is felt by many 
that, with the emergence of the Jewish 
State. the work of the Zionist Organi- 
sation has. ended, except for the 
provision of the means whereby to 
build and support Israel. In_ the 
Diaspora there already exists tremen- 
dous good will towards Israel; the 
country’s severe economic weakness is 
realised, and it is conceded that for 
some time Israel must have priority in 
the Diaspora Jewries’ generosity. It 
is felt that in the light of israel’s press- 
ing needs it is wrong to spend con- 
siderable amounts of Zionist funds on 
Zionist education in the Diaspora. 
Fears are not entertained for the cul- 
tural links between Israel and the rest 
of the Jewish world , the opportunity 
is increasing every day for the growth 
of a natural partnership between Eretz 


Yisrael and the Diaspora, and an 
exchange of cultural and material 
things will proceed without artificial 
stimulus. 

As far as Anglo-Jewry is concerned. 
if it has succeeded at all in education. 
it is because it tackles education as a 
communal responsibility. Education 
is an indigenous responsibility which 
Anglo-Jewry must perform for itself. 
This education is firmly rooted in 
Orthodox tradition and the syna- 
gogue, and would be prejudiced by the 
activities of an organisation which 
comes from outside. 


A Detachable Item 


This organisation is neither 
professedly Orthodox nor even 
religious, but merely provides a place 
for religion in one of the numerous 
compartments of its programme. = In 
the Zionist Organisation, religion is a 
detachable jtem, which you can have 
if you wish. There are various shades 
of opinion. There is the religious 
Mizrachi, which separates itself from 
the rest of the Zionist movement on 
educational problems. There are the 
General Zionists, many of whom are 
religious, but for whom religion is not 
a programme. There is the Poale 
Zion, which has little or no concern 
with religion < and, finally, there is the 
Marxist Hashomer Hatzair. It should 
be pointed out that both in Israel and 
in the Diaspora the Poale Zion 
(Mapai) and Hashomer  Hatzair 
(Mapam) dominate the picture. 

To the Orthodox, religion is the 
vessel which contains all Jewish cul- 
ture, Law, love of land, language, 
liturgy, literature, and history. The 
greatest fear is that there is an attempt 
to secularise Jewish ‘life in the 
Diaspora, and that Jewish education 
will become a fight between the con- 


tending Zionis, marties for the soul of 


young Jewry: that education in the 
Diaspora will become parallel to the 
system in Israel, where party indoc- 
trination in the many systems of 
‘schools is as important ds the teaching 
of religion and morality as the basis 
of citizenship. 

Traditional educationists in Anglo- 
Jewry aver that education here ts 
already considerably influenced by the 
Hebrew Movement, and are 
endeavouring to create their own 
instruments of education which will 
readily take advantage of all the good 
that can come trom Israel. Ihe 
Central. Council for Jewish Religious 
Education has made a major contribu- 
tron through “ Hebrew for All.” and 
it also maintains a study group move- 
ment for the voung. The fear 1s 
expressed that the intrusion of outside 
bodies may only make its task more 
difficult. 


Promoting Education 


It is generally agreed that Jewries 
in need of education must be helped. 
lt is pointed out, however, that in this 
field there are already Jewish inter- 
national bodies. and that, if the work 
were left to the Zionist Organisation 
alone, Jewish youth in the. weaker 
communities would merely be cap- 
tured by Mapai or Mapam,. It is sug- 
gested that this grave question should 
be dealt with by a conference called 
by the Chief Rabbinates of Israel, the 
British Empire and Commonwealth, 
and France.

IN LEEDS 


Community's Lack of 
Interest

In his report to the 70th annual meet- 
ing of subscribers to the Leeds Talmud 
Torah Jewish Education Board, Mr. 5. 
H. Lyons, the Chairman, condemned the 
apathy shown by the Jewish community 
in not attending meetings of this mstitu- 
Lion. 

A magnificent new school had arisen, 
said Mr. Lyons, and he was sure all must 
admit it should be a credit to the com- 
munity Indeed. several communal 
leaders from other cities had told him 
there was not another Jewish school like 
it in the country Yet the community 
left this. the premier institution in Leeds, 
in the hands of a few men, showing little 
interest in the enormous amout of 
administration and finances needed to 
keep Hebrew and religious education 
alive im Leeds 

“There are 300 pupils on the register 
at the Cowper Sureet branch, 200 at 
Moortown, 40 at Oakwood, 20 at Rox- 
holme,..and Hebrew tumion 1s given al 
i¢én primary schools during morning 
Scripture withdrawal classes.” said the 
Chairman “ Ahogether about 1,000 
children are receiving insiruction through 
this Talmud Torah. The committee ts 
not satisfied that all Leeds Jewish child- 
ren are receiving education. Not many 
parems take an interest in Jewish educa- 
tion for thew children. Very often 
parents. send their boys at the age of 
eleven, eleven and a half, or twelve, 
expecting them to be fully educated for 
their Barmitzvahs.” 


The Education Levy. said Mr. Lyons, 


was now bringing in £3,000 a year, mainly 
owing to the efforts of the United Hebrew 
Congregation. the Chassidische and 
Roundhay Road Svhagogues, and volun- 
tary subscribers from other synagogues. 


‘Outlook for a Day School 
The Talmud Torah. he went on. had 


undertaken to form a nursery school. But 
this could not be deah with until the 
new school buildings were finished. The 
Executive were considering whether. if 
such a sc hoo! were €s ablished. if should 
function as a separate entity. mainly 
because of the financial burden — that 
would have to be carried.

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THE ANGLO-JEWISH MINISTER 


Airing Grievances 
To the Editor of Tue Jewrtsu CHRONICLE 
From Dr. ARON OWEN 


Sin.—The article, “ The Anglo-Jewish 
Miniser.” in your last issue, is to be 
welcomed because its subject-matter is 
one which forms the basis of so much 
surreptitious discussion, tittle-tattle, and 
even downright slander, that a frank, 
open, and impartia! forum for the airing 

views and the examination of legit- 
mate grievances is al! to the good. 

A member of a certain synagogue once 
extolled the virtues of his congregation s 
religious leader by saying: “ Our minister 
is like Moses, Shakespeare, and God. 
When asked by his astounded hsteners 
to substantiate these remarkable claims. 
the long-suffering shool-goer wih an 
expressive shrug of is shoulders 
explained: “Like Moses our munister 
knows no English: like Shakespeare he 
knows no Hebrew ; and he has the divine 
attribute in that er is nisht kein mensch.” 


From the minister's poim of view that 
story is not so funny, because, in troth. 
the Jewish congregation to-day, by and 
large, does demand of its clergy super- 
human qualities. On the other hand, a 
number of the complaints made against 
some of the ministers—and they include 
serious allegations of wilful laziness and 
sheer imecompetence—are not without 
foundation. 


if the criticism is expressed that not 
enough cultured, learned, and scholarly 
men enter the rabbinic ranks, the answer 
is that those qualities are not im the 
greatest demand. Is it not a fact that 
less and less value is attached to saintii- 
ness, philosophy, scholarship, and charac- 
ter, and an ever-increasing valve to 4a 
minister's capacity a$ organiser and 
administrator ? And the two cannot 
casily be combined. A minister who is 
busy with the mundane affairs of his 
congregation has no time t sit im his 
study with a tome of the Talmud open 
before him. ‘Conversely, absorption in 
study, with the complete concentration 
that i properly demands, must preclude 
attendance at commutice meetings. socia! 
visiiations, popular lecturimg. and othe: 
similar activities The matter should 
resolve into which of the two alternative 
categories 18 more beneficial for the wel- 
fare of the congregation: scholarship o} 
social work ? Most unreasonably, how- 
ever, both are required simultaneously in 
one and the same man. despite the fact 
that each quality by itself is a rarity. Se 
the social-worker minister is congratulated 
on his successful efforts. but, immediately 
these are ended or forgotten. is derided 
for ins lack of scholarship. On the othe: 
hand, the learned rabbi is criticised fo 
his seclusion and communal! “ laziness.” 
but when he becomes a hoary-head 
sometimes he has to wai for post- 
hurmmous recognition—he is praised for his 
depth of learning and 4 sigh goes u 
for these young ministers to-day who 
know nothing. Not. even the possession 
of a doctorate will satisfy some of th 
cynics; their view is that ever since the 
Reverends Started becoming Doc- 
tors, Judaism became weak and il! 

It is said that the ministry is a voca- 
tion. Of course that is right. and it is 
ludicrous to suggest that those who ente: 
its ranks do so with the object of makine 
a fortune. But that does not mean tha: 
the community is therefore entitled to 
turn a deaf ear to pleas for economi 
security. | am not advocating that the 
minister's stipend should be princely 
but only that it should stand comparison 
with the other learned professions. and. 
above all, that it. should relieve the 
incumbent of that degrading and shaime- 
ful custom of taking perquisites. How 
much more dignified. and how immeasur- 
ably higher his status, when the minister is 
entirely independent of odd tips “ on the 
side.” and what a difference x makes to 
the man himself when that schnorrer 
mentality is removed! 

The United Synagoeue are. I under- 
siand. about to undertake a revision of 
the salaries of their clergy, and they are 
to be commended, too, for taking into 
accoum claims for family allowanc:s. 


But coupled with economic independence 
should go a system for promotion 
whereby the um" positions in the 
community would be given to the men 
who, in the opinion of a central selection 
committee appointed for this purpose. 
were considered to be the best fitted and 
experienced for the ; not, as now, 
where now a miments are made 
according to whims of the loca! 
Honorary Officers and a few busybodies 
who usually reach their decision solely 
on having heard the candidate preach his 
Pparty-piece sermon. 

So far I have deakh with the critics 
and with the difficulties of the anne 
What of the ministers themselves? It 
wou'd be invidious of me to pick oul 
individual! cases and to hold out isolaicd 
faults as being illustrative of the general 
body. Ministers, whether congregations 
believe or not, are human beings with 
many human failings, and, again in com- 
mon with ordinary mortals, they vary 
considerably in character and spiritual 
stature. I examine, therefore, only those 
matters which appear to be universal. 

Looking first at the vexed question of 
sermonising, it is a pity that ministers do 
not realise the main fault with their 
preaching, Not, as many of them suppose, 
that their sermons are too | or because 
they give offence, but for the opposiic 
reasons that they are too scanty, that they 
do not strike deep enough, that they are 
too conciliatory, timid, and _ insipid. 
Some, vaguely aware of ths complaim, 
try to make their sermons more inicrest- 
ing by preaching, as they say, 
* topically.” seem, when they 
mount the pulpit, deliberately, to put 
from them the authority of their calling. 
They are so anxious not to appear Ortho- 
dox rabbis that they avoid a distinctly 
Jewish approach to their subject, and 
discuss as if they were leader-writers 
ot politicians or business men. This is 
one of the main reasons for the degrada- 
tion of the ministry. Instead of that 
burning. inspired Yiddishkeit, which is 
the minister's rightful legacy from the 
prophets and the old rabbis, a lukewarm, 
unedifying Judaism is dished up. Only 
a few brave individuals have insisted on 
the essemial spirituality of their calling 
and have tried to raise tts status by 
attempting to improve the standard and 
deepen the coment of modern Jewish 
learning. Too many have ciimbed down 
to the level of their congregants. so that 
now every member of the coneregation 
thinks.“ 1 know as much as the minis- 
ter quite often he does. 

Ministers who think thai their persona! 
road to success lies in popularising the 
synagogue by regarding as 
a cemre of social endeavour, by “ play- 
ing down ™ the spiritual and concentra- 
ting on the material, are really acting con- 
trary to basic Jewish ideals Religion 
and everyday life are imterwoven and 
inseparable in our conception, but the 
real refinement, the cukure, the “ civilisa- 
tion “ that Jews pride themselves on 
possessing in their week-day world, derive 
from the latter's association with our 
fauh and not the other way round. To 
observe only the weddings. the deaths, 
and the Barmuzvahs, the Ladies’ Guilds, 
and the Holy-days because these are 
social occasions, will soon wreck a syna- 
gooue spiritually and leave its’ minisiers 
high and dry. kt 1s. precisely spiritual 
exercise, traditional guidance, specifically 
Jewish teaching, that the hesitant layman 
requires of a rabbi, though he is the 
last person to admit 4. For from 
spiritual exercise springs that singleness 
of mind, that vision and urgency and 
hislavut tor which the modern Jew, sick 
of the compromises of policy, is hungry 
and athirst. 

The days of a famine in the land have 
come “Not a famine of bread, not a 
thirst for water, but of hearing the words 
of the Congregations mus 
demand, and rabbis supply. the proper 
nourishmem. Nevertheless. I fear will 
always be true that while the minister 
may please some of the coneregation all 
the time, and, perhaps, all the congrega- 
ton some of the time, never will he 
please all the congregation all the time.

STUDENT HOSTELS 
SCHEME 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisu Curonicie 


Sm,.—It is quite evident from Mr. 
Eckert's reply to my letter in your issuc 
December 29 that he has obscured 
the main issue at stake. Let me repeat 
that the Habonim Movement intend to 
set up these hostels for students who have 
set before themselves the definite aim of 
going to Israci, and not for any far- 
reaching aims such as solving the univer- 
sity’s problem accommodation, or 
“spreading the united voice of 
culture and philosophy through the 
university.” 

The fast named is surely the principal 
aim of the LUJ.F. and its constituent 
societies in the universities. Whether they 
fulfil this ideal is entirely dependent on 
the quality of the respective socicties 
themselves. Habonim, however, has never 
carried out this réle in the past nor do 
I think it is likely to do so in the future. 

As for the question of accommodation, 
I reciate only too well the difficulties 
involved. In Cambridge, practically al! 
Jewish undergraduates out of college arc 
living in non-Jewish “ digs ' and require 
only a little force of character to main- 
tain Kashrut, etc., if they so desire. On 
the other hand, where pco find such 
things impossible, | would suggest the 
setting up of a hostel under the auspices 
of L.UJ.F. and feel completely confident 
of its success provided it had the sound 
financial backing and formed an integra! 
part of the Jewish society and not merely 
a secluded nook. Habonim, however, is 
a partisan Zionist organisation, and like 
all other such organisations cannot claim 
to be representative of the whole student 
community at large. 

In conclusion, let me assure Mr. Eckert 
that | repose the greatest confidence in 
the Jew*h student this country. 
They ve the highest admiration of 
the who: community for some of the 
excellent work they do, All I wished to 
poimt out was that this was a momentous 
decision to make and required § the 
maximum of consideration before any 
satisfactory conclusion could be arrived 
at ALLAN MELVILLE Savirz.

PLIGHT OF JERUSALEM 
YOUTH CENTRE 
To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRoNIcLe 
from Col. R. D. Q. HENRIQUES 


Six,—Would you allow me the courtesy 
of your columns to draw attention to the 
pheht of the Jerusalem Jewish Youth 
Centre, This Centre was established in 
1949 at a time when, in all Jerusalem, 
there was no adequate recreation centre 
where Jewish youth, regardless of their 
religious and political trends, could enjoy 


their leisure creatively. There was nothing 
even remotely resembling our English 


conception of a constructive youth club. 
The Centre in Hillel Street, Jerusalem. 
has a Governing Committee consisting 
of responsible leaders of all sections of 
the community, under the chairmanship 
of Justice Gad Frumkin, It was estab- 
lished, in the first place, by the World 
Federation of Y.M.H.A.s and Jewish 
Community Centres, which .is the inter- 
nahional body concerned with the weltare 
of Jewish youth. Since the Association 
lor Jewish Youth is the British constituent 
of that body, it is our duty and our 
priviege to raise all possible support in 
this country for the Jerusalem Centre. 
Ulumately it is planned to create in the 
cily a first-class and fully staffed Centre 
Of the size and scope that is so urgenily 
needed in Israel. A very limited pro- 
gramme is already being undertaken, 
providing at least some opportunities for 
sport, indoor games, and intellectual and 
cultural development. But tack of funds 
is extremely serious. Not only has, it put 
a stop to any of the developments which 
had been planned, but it faces the Centre 
with an immediate financial crisis, making 


it impossible for work to be carried on— 


even on the present restricted budget. 
There are only two alternatives: cither to 
raise more money, or to curtail the 
activities and reduce the staff of the 
Jerusalem Centre even below their present 
minimum. 

May I ask your readers to be as 
generous as they possibly can in support 
of this important cause? | will most 
gratefully acknowledge any contributions 
that are sent to me at: The Association 
for Jewish Youth, Camperdown House.

Siz,—With my long experience of 
Synagogues, their choirs, and services. 
may | reply to Mr. Harry Binstock’s 
question (in his letter published in vour 
issue of December 29): “Is there any 
need for synagogues to-day to have 
choirs?” Yes! To-day more than ever. 
But his complaint against the low 
standard of their performances is quite 
justifiable. 

This may be due to the difficulty of 
getting trained singers, but more so to 
misdirection from those who are really. 
responsible for the arrangement of the 
synagogue service as a whole. The Reader. 
choirmaster, and choir mistake the means 
for the end. We go to the synagogue in 
order to 0m with our coreligionists in 
prayer. he beautiful buildings, ‘the 
choirs, and the music are only a méans 
to attain that end. However, when we 
go there we hear Chazanim trying to give 
performances in the Caruso style, and 
choirs trying to perform music in 
Oratorio style, for which they have not 
the voices or sufficient musical knowledge. 
The poor worshippers must sit through. 
listen, and suffer. No wonder when. the 
service is Over they feel dejected and 
depressed, instead of feeling spiritually 
uplifted and .exalted. 

The Reader. choirmaster, and choir 
have to realise that they are there to lead 
the congregation in prayer, and not solely 
for the purpose of enhancing their own 
reputations as musical artists. It is the 
duty of the executives to see that thev 
carry out their sacred responsibilities 
For that purpose simple tunes should be 
chosen, and pitchéd in a low key so that 
all the coneregation should be able to 
join in the singing. Then. and then only. 
will they be performing the sacred duties 
that have been allotted to them.

Israel’s Unofficial 
Ambassadress

INCE my arrival England 
y many people have asked me ques- 

tions about the life we lead in 
israel; and I am afrajd that some of 
mv ‘friends here have not got quite 
the correct picture. 

Israel is a new country ; it is modern 
in many ways, but alongside our new 
concrete buildings are some of the 
most ancient ed.fices in the world. It 
is the same with our general life. 
There are people in Israel from 
Europe, from America, and, at the 
same time. there are the Sabras, and 
those who have come from the 
Yemen. who’ maintain the dress and 
customs of the days of Moses. 

Ihe country is a hive of industry ; 
the people are working to butld a new 
democracy. In add.tion to our own 

teething troubles,” which we have 
now largely overcome, we have the 
ever-increasing problem of the new- 
comers. Our Foreign Minister. Mr. 
Sharett, recently said that we would 
never refuse any immicrants who 
came to our shores, and this is one 
thine on which all Israel is united. It 
is for these people that you are asked 
for help. not the ord mary Israelis. 

Coping with Austerity 

Domestic life in Israel presents difh- 
chothing Js rationed and not 
easy to obtain. and food is also strictly 
rationed. We are allowed only halt- 
a-pound of meat a week, although this 
does not affect me personaliy, as | am 
a 

The cost of living in Israel ts also 
high. more so than jn Britain. \ 
married couple living. say. in Tel Aviv, 
need about £50 a month for their 
ordimary expenses [his means that 
many voung married women have to 
eo out to work. We have - Nursery 


Homes. similar to the ones here. where 


mothers can leave their children in the 
morning and call for them when they 
ve finished work. All -these diffi- 
‘ullies are largely due to the new- 
comers. and we accept them just as 
the people of Britain ‘bore their bur- 
dens. during the war 


Our life; however, is not dull or 
drab. We have many amusements, a 
very virile theatre, and, of course, you 
all know of our Symphony Orchestra, 
which has won international repute. 

Among other things in which Israel 
resembles Britain is the housing 
shortage. and although we have been 
building as fast as we can, there are 
many people who are waiting for 
homes. The housing situation ts not 
eased by the fact that we are con- 
tinually having to build orphanages, 
schools, and hospitals. 

Since I arrived in England I have 
experienced what my friends tell me 


* Miss Israel” 


is the worst of youNwinter weather, 
but it is not so different from what we 
have in .Israel. We have plenty of 
cold winds, and snow is not unusual, 
which makes jt very hard for our poor 
immigrants living in tents. Contrast- 
ing with this we have our lovely sum- 
mers. espectally in the coastal regions. 

When I return home tt. will be 
Pesach and the trees wall be breaking 
into bud. which, to me, 4s the best 
time of the vear. We are famous, as 
vou have certainly heard, for two 
beautiful: things-—our blue skies and 
our children. 

| am thoroughly enjoving my visit 
to England, in particular my visits to 
hospitals, infant welfare centres, and 
the homes of my friends. 
ticularly interested in children, not 
only because | have a son who is just 
a vear old, but also because | have 
worked as a nurse jn a childrens 
hospita! 

1 should like to take this oppor- 
tunity of saying “Shalom” to all the 
women and girls of Great Britain.

Water, 2 - liquid vegetable extract. 
2 teaspoon a! mixed root vegetables

Israel’s Unofficial 
Ambassadress

(“ Miss israel,’ who is touring Britain 
under the auspices of the Federation of 
Jewish Relief Organisations and the 
Mizrachi Womens Organisation.) 


INCE my arrival in’ England 
S many people have asked me ques- 
tions about the life we lead in 
israel; and I am afraid that some of 
my friends here have not got quite 
the correct picture. 
ixracl.is a new country ; it is modern 
in many ways, but alongside our new 
concrete buildings are some of the 
most ancient edifices in the world. It 


is the same with our general life. 
There are people in Israel from 
Europe, from America, and, at the 
same time. there are the Sabras, and 
those’ who have come from the 
Yemen. who maintain the dress and 
customs of the days of Moses 

ihe country is a hve of industry ; 


the people are working to build a new 


democracy. In add.tion to our own 

teething troubles.” which we have 
now largely overcome, we have the 
ever-increasing problem of the new- 
comers Our Foreien Minister. Mr. 
Sharett. recently said that we would 
never refase any immicrants' who 
came to our shores. and this 1s one 
thine on which all Israel is united. It 


is for these people that you are asked - 


for help. not the ord:nary Israelis 


Coping with Austerity 

Domestic life in Israel presents difh- 
culties clothing rationed, and not 
easy to obtain. and food is also strictly 
ratroned. We are allowed only halt- 
a-pound of meat a week. although this 
does not affect me personally, as | am 
a vegelarian 

[he cost of livine in Israel is also 
high. more so than jn_ Britain. A 
married couple living, say, in Tel Aviv, 
need about £50 a month for their 
ordimary expenses. [his means that 
many young married women have to 
go out to work. We. have Nursery 
Homes. similar to the onés here, where 
mothers can leave their children in the 
* morning and call for them when they 
have finished work. All thesé diffi- 
culties are largely due to the new- 
comers, and we accept them just as 
the people of Britain bote their bur- 
dens during the war. 


Our life, however, is not dull or 
drab. We have many amusements, a 
very virile theatre, and, of course, you 
all know of our Symphony Orchestra, 
which has won international repute. 

Among other things in which Israe! 
resembles Britain is the housing 
shortage, and although we have been 
building as fast as we can, there are 


many people who are waiting for 
homes. The housing situation is not 
eased by the fact that we are con- 


tinually having to build orphanages, 
schools, and hospitals. 

Since | arrived in England I have 
experienced what my friends tell me

is the worst of your winter weather, 
but it is not so different from what we 
have in Israel. - We have plenty of 
cold winds, and snow is not unusual, 
which makes jt very hard for our poor 
immigrants living in tents. Contrast- 
ing with this we have our lovely sum- 
mers, espectally in the coastal regions. 

When I return home it will. be 
Pesach and the trees will be breaking 
into bud, which, to me, is the best 
time of the yeart. We are famous, as 
vou have certainly heard, for two 
beautiful things--ouwr blue skies and 
our children. 

| am thoroughly enjoying my visit 
to England, in particular my Visits to 
hospitals, infant welfare centres, and 
the homes of my friends. I am par- 
ticularly interested in children, not 
only because I have a son who is just 
a vear old, but also because | have 
worked as a nurse jn a children’s 
hospital. 

1 should like to take this oppor- 
tunity of saying “Shalom” to all the 
women and girls of Great Britain.

MILK AND VEGETABLE SOUPS 
French Peasant Soup 


Water, 2 pts.; liquid vegetable extract, 
mixed root vegetables 
(including potato), 1 stale bread- 
crumbs, 2‘ o7.; grated cheese, o2.; 
chopped parsicy, 2 tablespoonfuls; sa’ 
and pepper. 

Prepare and dice the vegetables, bring 
the water to the boil, add the vegetabic 
extract and vegetables, and season with 
sak and pepper. Cook slowly ull tender 
stir in the breadcrumbs, cheese, a 
chopped parsley, and serve at once.

STOCK EXCHANGE 
CAUTION 


One feature of the Stock Exchange 
new year scene, which has been absent 
on this occasion, is the readiness of mem- 
bers io forecast the future. Although 
the City goes forward inio 1951 hope- 
fully, it nevertheless realises that m mus 
exercise caution. Apart even from the 
uncertainties of the Korean war situation 
there are many very pertinem domestic 
factors to be carefully assessed. Not the 
least of these is t rising cost and 
scarcity of raw materials and the con- 
sequent prospect of some form of 
rationing.” Another, of course, is the 
question of fuel and power, should the 
remainder of the winter prove severe. 

Weight was given to this question of 
soaring costs and prices by the Bankers’ 
Clearing House figures for 1950. These 
show that the total of Town and General 
Clearings in 1950 was £94,241,000,000, 
against £86,060,000,000 in 1948. Analysis 
for the various provincial centres 1s 
imeresting. The figure for Bradford, for 
instance, of £220,000,000 is £57,000,000 
higher. This reflects mounting wool 
prices. It.is the same in the case of Man- 
chester, where advancing cotlon quota- 
tions have taken the year’s clearing up 
from £402,000.000 to £440,000,000. Rising 
freight rates find reflection in the Liver- 
poc! clearing figure, which is £60,000,000 
higher at £634,000,000. 


Rise in Raw Materials 


That trend does not seem likely to see 
any immediate reverse. Already this 
year there has been an advance in the 
prices of aluminium, copper, cement, 
tyres, and motor fuel. There is scarcely 
an industry that is not affected by the 
last two items. 

The fuel position finds point in the 


‘clearing figures, in that the only provin- 


cial centre to show decline during 1950 
was Newcastle. which was. £1,000,000 
lower at £133,000,000. The fact that 


Great Britain is actually importing coal 
lends added emphasis to this movement. 
Against these factors is the obvious 
knowledge that rearmamen will keep 
many industries extremely busy m com- 
ing months. If there is to be rationin 
of materials, then such companies shoul 
be among the last to suffer any reduc- 
tions. At the same time, it is unlikely 
that much, if any, of the increased profits 
that may accrue will be permitted to 
find their way into the pockets of share- 
holders. 
These are facts which are without 
doubt exercising the minds of Stock 
Exchange members at the moment. They 
als® provide the reason for the lack of 
optimistic forecasts from the City. At 
the same time, the very awareness of such 
problems should prevent any top-heavy 
positions being burk up and should make 
for less vulnerable markets as a whole.

EGYPTIANS CONFISCATE
